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Crash claims two local men

The county flying commu¬ 
nity is mourning the loss of 
two friends this week after a 
plane crash near Rocky 
Mountain House claimed the 
lives of a local pilot and his 
passenger. 

Ken Bird of Cremona and 
utWoi d of Olds were killed 
last Monday when Bird's 
Cessna crashed three kilo¬ 
metres away from the air strip 
at the Rocky Mountain House 
airport. 


The plane had 
been on route to 
Grande Prairie when 
Bird radioed the air¬ 
port to report engine 
trouble. The trans¬ 
mission was the last 
heard from the hvo. 

Both Bird, 42 and Ward, 
41, are believed to have died 
on impact, which airport of¬ 
ficials believe happened ap¬ 
proximately 15 minutes af¬ 
ter take off from the Olds- 
Didsbury airport last Mon¬ 
day. The plane had been on 


route to Grande Prairie when 
Bird radioed the airport to 
report engine trouble. The 
transmission was the last 
heard from the two. 

Shortly after the trouble 
was noted, friends and fam¬ 
ily of the two victims organ¬ 
ized a search party for the 
downed plane. Efforts to find 
the plane were hampered 
because of weather and be¬ 
cause of the failure of the 
Cessna's emergency beacon 
system. The plane was spot¬ 
ted by searchers early Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

Bird, a respected member 
of the flying community in 
the county and Southern 
Alberta Aviation Council Di¬ 
rector in charge of civilian air 
rescue, leaves behind his wife 
Lana and their two children, 
Maria and Charles. His fu¬ 
neral service was held Mon¬ 
day. 

Ward's funeral service is 
scheduled for today. Weird, 
who founded and ran Olds 
Ag-Tech Industries and 
Transfeeder Inc., is survived 
by his son Jonathon.

bury Recreation Board and the 
Dldsbury Town Council this 
week regarding the state of the 
arena facilities. 

Dldsbury Ramblers Minor 
Hockey Assoclat Ion representa¬ 
tive Ian Hopfe said the Associa¬ 
tion will be lodging formal 
compllants with the town after 
volunteers were forced to make 
minor repairs and handle clean 
up and maintenance duties at 
the arena last week In prepara¬ 
tion for the provincial Midget B' 
tournament held over the week¬ 
end. 

Hopfe said hockey players, 
parents and other volunteers 


spent hours cleaning, replacing 
light bulbs and rink glass, du¬ 
ties they had asked arena stall 
to take care of over one month 
ago. 

"We gave the Recreation 
Board a list of things that needed 
to be handled for this tourna¬ 
ment In January.” Hopfe said. 
“But when we came here this 
week, none of those things had 
been done.” 

Maintenance Items listed In¬ 
cluded cleaning t he ladles wash¬ 
room. cleaning fl<x>rs, replacing 
light bulbs, building goal Judges 
boxes and replacingbroken cell¬ 
ing tiles. 

“I reallyjust don’t understand 
this.” Hopfe said. "We asked 
these guys repeatedly to get 
these things done and they Just 


weren't. It’s my personal feeling 
this stuff should be done when 
It’s needed. Maintenance costs 
a lot of money If you wait 10 
years and then start doing 11. 
This building should always be 
In this shape." 

“We were told the multi-pur¬ 
pose room had only been rented 
out once since January and I’m 
not surprised.” Hopfe added. ”1 
don’t know how anyone would 
want to rent out the facility after 
seelngthe mess the kitchen was 
in." 

Hopfe said volunteers spent 
three days at the facility last 
week getting the arena up to 
standards for the 700 visitors 
which passed the rink gates on 
Friday. Saturday and Sunday. 
He said he Is pleased with how 


their efforts turned out but dis¬ 
appointed by the efforts of the 
arena staff. 

“We have a facility here that 
could really bring In a lot of 
tournaments," he said. “But It 
should always be In this kind of 
shape. We should be able to tell 
these guys a week In advance 
and have It ready. We shouldn’t 
have to got through all of this 
ourselves. That's what these 
guys are paid for.” 

Dldsbury's new Recreation 
Director agrees. Ken Luck said 
he Is aware of the concerns the 
minor hookey association will 
be raising with the town council 
and promises to make some 
changes.

Three Hills MLA calls for recycling contract investigation 


Premier Klein Is now In a 
position to authorize the Om¬ 
budsman to Investigate the 
awarding of two controversial 
tire recycling contracts in Janu¬ 
ary 1992. according to Don 
MacDonald. Liberal MLA for 
Three Hills. 

Klein said In January 1992 
that he had written to then Pre¬ 
mier Don Getty proposing that 
Provincial Ombudsman. I larley 
Johnson, conduct an investiga¬ 
tion of the selection process. 
Getty would have had to ap¬ 
point Johnson as a Commis¬ 


sioner under the Public Inquir¬ 
ies Act to enable him to review 
the conduct of all participants. 
Including former and sitting 
MI.As. Getty failed to do this and 
the Inquiry never took place. 
McDonald said. 

MacDonald said he supports 
Pacific Integrated Waste Sys¬ 
tems’ request that Klein Initiate 
the review by the Ombudsman 
that Getty failed to authorize 
last year. Pacific Integrated 
Waste Systems Inc. Is the com¬ 
pany that sought the contract In 
Trochu. 


"Now Klein Is Premier and 
has the authority to appoint the 
Ombudsman as a Commis¬ 
sioner." MacDonald said. “If he 
were serious at>out wanting an 
Investigation, he should call one 
now. Otherwise we can only as¬ 
sume that there Is something to 
hide." 

He pointed out that the Town 
of Trochu felt they had been 
misled Into believing that their 
proposal on a tire project would 
be approved. Suspicions were 
Increased because the former 
Alberta Environment employee 


responsible for the Tire Project 
had left to work for Environ¬ 
mental Rubber Products, the 
Edmonton company that was 
awarded one of the contracts. 

"The fact that the government 
reneged on the announced 
awards by subsequently setting 
up the Tire Recycling Manage¬ 
ment Board does not absolve It 
from responsibility for what hap¬ 
pened when the original awards 
were made. Indeed their change 
of tack Indicates that they rec¬ 
ognized mistakes were made." 
MacDonald said.

There have been many discussions of late about the state 
of Canadian edueat ion system and the direction to take it over 
the next few years. 

Some argue for a return to the basics, others argue the need 
for a new method of educating in a completely new, techno¬ 
logical society, but none will deny a need to change the 
system. 

Industry and government alike have been voicing concerns 
over the quality of students entering the work force. Industry 
says they are not prepared for the fast paced changes. The 
Economic Council of Canada reported that 35 percent of 
Canadian businesses faced problems introducing new tech¬ 
nology into the workplace; technology that would help make 
them competitive, because their employees lacked the skill 
necessary to understand the equipment. The government 
(and taxpayers) want to ensure these students remain em¬ 
ployable in a shrinking job market. 

The students themselves are becoming bored and frus¬ 
trated in school. Many see the situation their parents are in 
and begin to feel that their education is useless. “What does 
it matter if I learn math or languages, there won't be any jobs 
when I graduate". Currently Canada has a deplorable illit¬ 
eracy rate. Ironic that our comfortable society has such 
statistics when a third world country like Belize can boast a 
literacy rate of close to 100 percent . 

The 1990's are definitely not the same as even a decade ago. 
Our society is different, our workplace is different, our 
expectations are different. No longer do we live in a generation 
that can automatically expect to do bet ter than the generation 
before. It is then silly for our governments to stick their heads 
in the ground and continue to educate in the same way they 
have done for years. Today's education system needs to give 
students a boost career-wise as well as to equip them for a 
fast-paced job place and lifestyle. 

But how do we do that? Clearly Albert a Education is taking 
steps in the right direction by involving industry in the 
education system and by introducing students to the basics 
in computer technology. New courses being considered by the 
County of Mountain View School Board arc also an appropri¬ 
ate measure. They allow students to sample career areas 
without committing themselves, while at the same time, 
giving them just ificat ion for t hose mat h and language classes 
that are required. Close collaboration with industry will also 
give the educators the chance to find out what careers are 
waxing and waning so st udent.s graduate with employable job 
skills. 

Someone recently said that it is still possible to get a good 
education in Canada, but the problem is that it takes 4 years 
in university to do it. 

Clearly the 3 r's just aren't enough anymore.

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Questioning the economic situation 


Dear Editor: 

I read with Interest your good 
editorial or March 2 which com¬ 
mented on the W5 program of 
February 28 wherein the ago¬ 
nizing financial difficulties of 
New Zealand were likened to the 
parallel situation which Is oc¬ 
curring right now In Canada. 

It Is unfortunate that more 
people could not have attended 
the Canadian League of Rights 
meeting In Olds on March 1 
where Ron Gostlck gave a talk 
on the Alice In Wonderland 
money system which Is fouling 
up this country and most of the 
world, and which seems to defy 
the best efforts of all our learned 
men In government. But then, 
none are so blind as those who 
refuse to see. 

Mr. Gostlck reminded us that 
the grim years of the 1930's 
depression (when many people 
went hungry and couldn't af¬ 
ford to run a gas-powered vehi¬ 
cle) were ended by World War II 
when suddenly there was lots of 
money for everything - construc¬ 
tive and destructive. Canada's 
young men. the cream of the 


country, went overseas while 
the rest of (he population stayed 
at home to run the country and 
to furnish the tanks, guns, 
ships, aeroplanes, clothes, food 
and all the paraphernalia needed 
to wage war. And the country 
prospered. As Wm. Aberhart 
said. "What Is physically possi¬ 
ble should be financially possi¬ 
ble." And all of a sudden It was, 
but what a terrible shame that It 
took a war to do It. And where 
did the money come from? It 
was created at the end of a pen. 

Much of our present problem 
Is caused by the extremely un¬ 
fortunate fact that governments 
have abdicated their privilege 
and responsibility of producing 
debt-free money to facilitate the 
reasonable and proper exchange 
of goods and services. This privl - 
lege and responsibility has been 
given to the private bankers who 
create credit from nothing and 
loan It to government and the 
private sector at Interest, which 
results In ever Increasing 
unpayable debt and bondage of 
t he country and Its people to the 
powerful International bankers.

Justice! It's a hot topic In 
Wild Rose - people write, call 
and comment on every Justice 
Issue. On March 2, In Airdrie, 
Cpl. Bill Bumes of the RCMP, 
Tim Fullerton. Warden of the 
Drumheller Correctional Insti¬ 
tute, Norm Fagnous, Western 
Regional Director of I he National 
Parole Board. Gil Bellevance, 
Western Regional Vice Chair¬ 
person of the National Parole 
Board, Rob Nicholson M.P.. Par¬ 
liamentary Secretary to the Min¬ 
ister of Justice. Blaine Thacker 
M.P.. Member of the Justice 
Committee, and myself, formed 
a panel to discuss all aspects of 
the Justice system with people 
from Wild Rcxse. 

Some of the Issues addressed: 

•the law has been changed so 
that the protection of society 
has been placed ahead of the 
Interests of those seeking pa¬ 
role, 

•the law has been changed to 
keep violent offenders behind 
bars. 


•the average cost of main¬ 
taining a federal Inmate Is al¬ 
most $52 thousand/yr.; the cost 
of supervising a federal parolee 
Is almost $10 thousand/yr., 

•to place the Inmates on pa¬ 
role back Into prison, Canada 
would need 17 new 400-bed 
prisons at a capital cost of ap¬ 
proximately $1 billion, with 
yearly ope rat Ing costs of approxi¬ 
mately $300 million. 

•the recent report on crime 
prevention, pointed out: theU.S. 
has the highest Imprisonment 
rate In the world at 426 prison¬ 
ers per 100.000 population, 
Canada has the second highest 
rate at 112.7. third Is the U.K. 
with 97.4 - "If locking up those 
who violate the law contributed 
tosafer societies then the United 
States should be the safest coun¬ 
try In the world." 

•Warden Tim Fullerton as¬ 
sured the audience that the fed¬ 
eral penitentiaries are not "coun¬ 
try clubs". 

Those attending asked many 
questions. The point was made, 
by Mavis Schncll. that law and 
order Is a broad responsibility 
that falls squarely on ihe shoul¬ 
ders of every memlrer of society 
and Includes the way our chil¬ 
dren are brought up - even the 
television they are allowed to 
watch. 

1 wish more people had taken 
the time to come, we learned a 
lot. I believe my responsibility, 
as your M.P., includes provid¬ 
ing the opportunity for you to 
discuss your concerns with 
policy makers and policy Imple- 
menlers as well as presenting 
your concerns. 


Canada's situation has been 
considerably worsened by the 
extremely Irresponsible spend¬ 
ing of our governments over the 
last 25 years, so that our per 
capita debt Is now the worst in 
the world. The result Is crush¬ 
ing taxation, a crumbling 
economy, bankruptcies, sui¬ 
cides. unemployment and gen¬ 
eral trouble and misery. 

Those who understand the 
problem do not suggest that 
governments should wildly print 
money. The meanlngof the word 
'govern' is to regulate, and If we 
can send men to the moon, we 
can surely devise a workable 
system to provide for the ex¬ 
change of available goods and 
services without creating 
unpayable debt or Inflation. For 
Instance, why aren’t all the pot¬ 
holes being repaired? There's 
lots of tar and sand and gravel 
or whatever it takes to fix a 
pofhole and lots of unemployed 
people, but that magical me¬ 
dium required to put them to 
work Is missing. With all the 
people and materials we’ve got 
there shouldn’t be any real need 
that Isn’t being cared for. 


How did our ancestors build 
the Pyramids or the Hanging 
Gardens of Babylon or the Great 
Wall of China etc. without hav¬ 
ing to stop In midstream be¬ 
cause they'd run out of money? 
Obviously, back then they were 
able to put together the re¬ 
sources of nature with the tal¬ 
ents and energies of men to pro¬ 
vide not only the necessities of 
life, but also to build these won¬ 
ders of the ancient world wlth-

Last week we started to dis¬ 
cuss thephllosophy which urges 
us to reduce, reuse and recycle. 
We have talked enough about 
the need to reduce our garbage 
output so this week let us dis¬ 
cuss REUSE. 

One of the hindrances to re¬ 
ducing our garbage Is the con- 
venlenee olTered by manufac¬ 
turers to allow us to buy new 
whenever an article begins to 
wear out. It has become more 
convenient to replace an article 
rather than taking the time or 
effort to repair it and this, of 
course. Just adds to the growing 
garbage problem. Car repair is 
a good example. Some people 
take the view that when a part 
wears out. It Is better to replace 
It with a new part. Not only is 
this more expensive. In many 
cases It Is unnecessary. The 
automobile industry now makes 
available services that will re¬ 
build a part so that it can be 
reused. 

In the food Industry, glass 
containers are designed so that 
they can be reused as drinking 
glasses or attractive storagejars. 
And plastic containers can be 
reused for plants. Another good 
example of reusing old materi¬ 
als Is the sale of 'antiques". 
Instead of discarding milk cans 
and old ploughs many of these

Risks and benefits of taking over oil and gas wells

With Increasing frequency, 
my office is receiving calls from 
farmers who have been ap¬ 
proached by oil and gas compa¬ 
nies wanting them to take over 
oil or gas wells. 

Generally, the company will 
offer to sell the well to a farmer 
for a small sum. Sometimes the 
offer Is at a very low price. The 
company says the farmer ean 
tie the gas well Into his farm 
service and use the gas to meet 
his farm needs. 

If this sounds too good to be 
true to you-It can Ik*. Farmers 
need to be aware there can be 
many down sides and costs to 
taking over oil and gas wells. 

As a well gets older, produc¬ 
tion declines and the company 
may decide a well Is no longer 
profitable. Instead of suspend¬ 
ing and reclaiming It. the com¬ 
pany may try to sell the well to 
another eompany. Falling that, 
they may offer It to a farmer who 
either owns the land where the 
well Is located, or who farms 
nearby. 

The advantage for farmers 
who take over one of these wells 
Is that they may get many years 
of gas production out of the well 


at virtually no cost. This could 
translate into significant sav¬ 
ings on gas bills, especially If 
Irrigation or other demanding 
equipment are Involved. 

On the other hand, the dis¬ 
advantages and risks can be 
many. A farmer who takes over 
a well Is IwHind by the same laws 
and regulations as oil and gas 
companies. If the well Is located 
on someone else’s land, the 
farmer who takes It over Is re¬ 
sponsible for paying and rene¬ 
gotiating surface lease compen¬ 
sation payments to the land- 
owner. 

The greatest risk and poten¬ 
tial cost for the farmer arise 
when the well stops produelng. 
A well can't be abandoned. The 
Kncrgy Resources Conservation 
Board (ERCB). a government 
iKxiy that regulates the oil and 
gas industry, requires a well Ik* 
sealed off below the surfaee ac¬ 
cording to technical specifica¬ 
tions. This Involves cutting off 
the well casing at acertatn dept h 
and sealing It with concrete. 

Once the well has been sealed 
and approved by the ERCB, the 
Land Conservation and Recla¬ 
mation Council requires the well 
site surface be reclaimed to 
standards equal or better than 
those of the surrounding land. 

This means all equipment 
and tanks must be removed 


from the well site. Any contami¬ 
nated soli, gravel or other debris 
must be removed and replaced 
with new soil. The well site must 
be levelled off and capable of 
equal crop production before 
AllK*rta Environmental Protec¬ 
tion will Issue a reclamation cer¬ 
tificate. 

Keep in mind that both the 
ERCB and the provincial envi¬ 
ronment department have the 
power to ensure reclamation is 
done. If the well owner doesn't 
do It. these government agen¬ 
cies can have the work done by 
a contractor and then go after 
the well owner to pay the bill. 

One final area of risk Is fu¬ 
ture liability. Even after a well 
has been reclaimed and received 
government approvals, the 
farmer who took over the well 
can be held liable for future 
problems. For example. If there 
Is a problem with the concrete 
seal, and the well starts to leak 
gas. the farmer would be re¬ 
sponsible for the cost of scaling 
the leak. 

The same applies to a prob¬ 
lem with the surface reclama¬ 
tion. New provincial environ¬ 
mental legislation says the well 
owner can be held responsible 
for cleaning up any problems on 
a reclaimed well site for up to 
five years. 

As you can see, although tak-

net Into U.S. slaughter houses. 
Me sale! U.S. tnieks have far 
lower expenses than Canadian 
haulers, making the trip more 
affordable for his business as 
well. Mailer Is also helping to 
keep his eosts down by sharing 
office space with accountant Kim 
Pross. 

"I needed someone who con Id 
do my b(X)ks and she needed 
someone to share space with, so 
It ended up that each of us 
could help the other out." he 
said. 

Mailer also helps to pay the 
bills by working as an auction¬ 
eer at the Void Jones and Void 
Auction Market In Ponoka and 
for a packing plant In Washing¬ 
ton. In total. Mailer said, he 
usually puts In 6 or 7 days a 
week. 

But despite the long hours 
and economic ups and downs. 
Mailer said he wouldn’t trade 
his business for anything. 

“As an exporter you live 
through the good and the bad,” 
he said. "My outlook Is that this 
Is a long term project, a busi¬ 
ness you build on trust. It's not 
something you get tn and out of.

Town council voted to In¬ 
crease the cost of cemetery lots 
Monday night (March 8) at the 
regular town council session. 

Town manager John Van 
Doesburg said the town had not 
reviewed cemetery lot fees and 
policies for some time. “We were 
spending $28,000 on expenses 
at the cemetery and only mak¬ 
ing $4,000 revenue. This Is a 
losing proposition. We started 
talklngtoothertownsand found 
out their rales were a lot higher. 
We thought we could use more 
revenue and still not be out of 
line with other communities." 

The price of a standard 
adult cemetery lot prior to the 
Increase was a flat $100 with a 
$145 fee for opening and clos¬ 
ing. The new lot fee Is $200 with 
opening and closing set at $225 
per lot. The town arrived at the 
new figures by comparing fees 
from surrounding towns and 
averaging out the cost. Costs In 
surrounding towns ranged from 
$185 In Sundre (with an addi¬ 
tional annual fee of $100) to 
$450 In Crosstleld. 

"Care and maintenance

Shell's $1-billion energy 
project begins 

production 


Shell Canada's $1-billion 
Caroline project began process¬ 
ing gas last Tuesday from Alber¬ 
ta's largest natural gas field dis¬ 
covery In 20 years. 

Shell’s plant near the village 
of Caroline, will produce enough 
gas to heat a city of 250,000 
people for 25 years. 

Bob Taylor, executive vice- 
president, Resources. Shell 
Canada Limited, says the $1- 
bllUon project Is expected to gen¬ 
erate significant revenue for the 
company. Its partners. Alberta 
and Canada. 

More than 85 per cent of the 
Caroline project's construction 
costs have been spent In 
Canada, with almost $750 mil¬ 
lion spent In Alberta. 

The Caroline gas field was 
discovered In 1986. Construc¬ 
tion began In October 1990. The 
project provided about 7.5 mll- 
ilon hours of work during Its 30- 
month construction, with a peak 
workforce of 2.500 at the sites 
last summer. 

Taylor praised contractors 
and employees who worked on 
the project for their help In keep¬ 
ing the project on budget and on 
time, and for their dedication to 
safety, resulting In a safety 
award from the Alberta govern¬ 
ment and a safety record four 
times better than the Alberta 
construction Industry average. 

About 150 people will be In¬ 
volved In Caroline's day-to-day 
operations with operating costs 
of about $50 million ayear. Shell 
owns 72 per cent of the Caroline 
field. Husky OH Ltd. and Union 
Pacific Resources Inc. are among 
the other working Interest own¬ 
ers. 


The plant will process 8.5 
million cubic metres (300 mil¬ 
lion cubic feet) of raw gas a day 
to produce 3,000 cubic metres 
(18.800 barrels) of condensate. 
4.200 cubic metres (26,400 bar¬ 
rels) of nat u ral gas llqu Ids. 4.000 
tonnes (4.400 tons) of sulphur 
and 2.8 million cubic metres 
(100 million cubic feet) of sales 
gas per day: The raw gas con¬ 
tains 35 per cent hydrogen sul¬ 
phide. 

The plant’s sulphur recovery 
facilities have the highest sul¬ 
phur recovery rate of any major 
gas plant In North America and 
are designed to achieve a mini¬ 
mum of 99.8 per cent sulphur 
recovery to meet new provincial! 
guidelines. In addition, waste 
water and chemicals will not be 
discharged but will be recycled 
and re-used. 

The Caroline project Incorpo¬ 
rates the world's longest under¬ 
ground liquid sulphur pipeline 
which carries liquid sulphur 
from the plant to the sulphur¬ 
forming facility at Shantz. 41 
kilometres south. 

The plant will run at full ca¬ 
pacity when all facilities are op¬ 
erating later this spring.

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Tax breaks for the disabled 


This Is one In a series of arti¬ 
cles dealing with tax matters. 
The articles are written by II&R 
Block Canada. Inc. 

The tax laws provide the disa¬ 
bled taxpayer with a number of 
tax breaks designed to compen¬ 
sate for the extra expenses In¬ 
curred as a result of the disabil¬ 
ity. In order to claim most of 
them, however, you must file a 
T2201. Disability Tax Credit 
Certificate, with your return. 
This form, which must be com¬ 
pleted In part by a doctor or 
optometrist, will help Revenue 
Canada determine whether you 
meet thedeflnltkmof'dlsablcd." 

You no longer have to be blind 
or confined to a bed or wheel¬ 
chair before you can qualify as 
"disabled." The definition has 
been expanded to Include any 
Impairment which Is severe, 
prolonged, and markedly re¬ 
stricts your activities of dally 
living. The doctor or optometrist 
completing the IXsahility Tax 
Credit Certificate will be asked 
to describe exactly how your 
impairment afTects you in this 
latter respect. You will probably 
qualify If you are unable to per¬ 
form personal care activities, to 
be mobile or communicate, to 
manage your personal affairs 
due to mental Impairment, or to 
perform activities of dally living 
because of other equally disa¬ 
bling Impairments. 

In the case of children, age 
and expected development will 
also be taken Into account. All 
two-year-olds, for example, are 
markedly restricted In the ac¬ 


tivities of dally living whether 
they are disabled or not. Seri¬ 
ous Impairments, therefore, may 
not qualify until children are old 
enough for their lifestyle to be 
afTected as a result. 

Assuming that you meet the 
eligibility criteria outlined above, 
you will be allowed to claim a 
disability amount of $4,233. 
Alternatively. If your disability 
ts such that you require the 
services of a full-time attendant 
or full time care In a nursing 
home, you may deduct these 
costs as medical expenses. I low- 
ever. you cannot claim l>oth a 
disability amount and medical 
expenses for full-time care. In 
this case, you must decide whkh 
one Is most beneficial. 

You are entitled to claim all 
other eligible medical expenses 
regardless of whether you qualify 
for the disability amount. Ex¬ 
cept for full-time care, a claim 
for medical expenses will have 
no direct effect on your ability to 
claim the disability amount. For 
example, you may deduct the 
cost of part-time attendant care 
expenses (to a maximum of 
$5,000) as a medical expense 
without affecting your ability to 
claim the disability amount. 

Like the age amount and 
amounts for dependent chil¬ 
dren, the disability amount Is a 
non-refundable tax credit. This 
means that any portion which 
can't be used to reduce your tax 
payable to zero will not be re¬ 
funded to you. However, you 
may be able to transfer the un¬ 
used portion to someone else. 


This may be either your spouse. 
If you are married, or someone 
who claimed a dependant 
amount for you. There are also a 
limited number of situations In 
which you may make the trans¬ 
fer to someone who was unable 
to claim a dependant amount 
for you because your Income 
was too high or - In the case of 
the equivalent to married 
amount - because the person 
supporting you was married. 

Possibly you had to pay an 
attendant to enable you to earn 
Income. If so. you maybe able to 
claim a deduction for at least 
part of the cost. In order to claim 
this expense, you must fall un¬ 
der the definition of "disabled" 
outlined above. The expenses 
must also have been paid to a 
person 18 or over other than 
your spouse, and cannot already 
have been claimed as medical 
expenses. Your claim Is limited 
to the expenses you Incurred, to 
a maximum of $5,000 or 2/3 of 
your earned Income, whichever 
Is less. A claim for attendant 
care expenses to earn Income 
does not Jeopardize your ability 
to claim the disability amount. 

If you are a handicapped 
driver, you may l>e able to claim 
a partial rebate of the gasoline 
tax you paid. The amount you 
can claim Is limited to 1.5 cents 
per Hire, and must be claimed 
within four years from the date 
of purchase. 

In order to make this claim 
you must be handicapped to the 
extent that the use of public 
transportation would be haz¬ 


ardous. You do not have to meet from your Income tax on Form 
the definition of "disabled" as XE 8 . available from Revenue 
outlined above. Canada’s Customs and Excise 

This claim Is made separately Division.

Did you know— 

That on average each person living In Dldsbury uses 
up to 80 gallons of water per day? 

While this Includes the hospital, restaurants and car 
washes, our consumption is still very high. We can make 
changes to our consumption and save money at the 
same time through simple changes. You can check for 
tank leaks on your toilet by adding food coloring to the 
tank. Any color appearing in the bowl without flushing 
Indicates a water waste. 

The amount of water used per flush can be regulated 
by many new products on the market such as Toilet 
Mtzer. A simple glass or plastic container filled with 
stones will displace enough water to cause savings. 
Toilet manufacturers have addressed concerns and pro¬ 
duced a double flush system for new toilets. This allows 
long or short flushes. 

Older toilets often had a tank holding capacity of 7 
gallons. Any toilet made prior to about 1980 had a 
capacity of about 5.5 gallons. After 1980, manufacturers 
reduced tank size to 3.5 gallons. 

According to Alberta Environment, our daily water 
usage by toilet flushing is the highest single user at 43%. 
The choice is clear - Reduce Consumption - Save Money.

enormous tracts of the prairie to 
wealthy Englishmen and east¬ 
ern Canadians wantlngto found 
ranches. Though a veteran of 
the North West Mounted Police, 
Cochrane was hated as a sneak 
and a scoundrel by Ihe territo¬ 
ry's law-abiding citizenry. The 
big ranchers had even less re¬ 
gard for him. 

To them he was simply a 
blackmailer. Cochrane made 
small fortunes by squatting on 
their leased land, most of It still 
unsurveyed, starting spurious 
homesteads, then demanding 
compensation from the ranch¬ 
ers to move off. Usually he net¬ 
ted a fair chunk of cash. 

But he made hls first big score 
by bilking the natives. In the 
late 1870's, he moved surrepti¬ 
tiously onto the Blood Reserve 


pastures, all of them already 
leased to someone else. 

Eventually Cochrane parked 
himself on the mammoth 
Walrond Ranche and squared 
ofTagainst Duncan McEachcm. 
Ihe ranch’s manager, noted for 
hls Intolerance of squatters, le¬ 
gitimate or Illegitimate. So It 
became a clash of titans. But 
Cochrane won. He demanded 
$5,000 from the Walrond for 
the "Improvements" he’d made 
to hls homestead. McEachem 
angrily refused. Cochrane, light¬ 
ing hls pipe, calmly asked 
McEachcm If he had ever no¬ 
ticed that a liny match-flame 
could bum off a vast amount of 
ranch land. Days later, he left 
$2,700 richer. 

Cochrane was also a notable 
sneak thief. After a magnificent 


red with rust. Then he ap¬ 
proached Ihe superintendent of 
the fort: could a veteran of Ihe 
force down on h Is luck. he asked. 
presume to take home an old 
wreck of a stove? The officer, 
confused by the presence of the 
rusted. d Ismantled hulk, agreed. 
Cochrane later boasted he 
cooked a meal on the refur¬ 
bished stove for Ihe NWMP's 
Fort Macleod superintendent. 

Cochrane, to no one's sur¬ 
prise. wound up In Ihe whiskey 
smuggling trade. In 1890 a 
NWMP corporal discovered a 
cache of booze hidden in kero¬ 
sene tins and decided to He low 
and wait for the smugglers to 
appear. Eventually Cochrane 
and a youthful companion 
turned up. A few minutes later

Feed wheat market 
outlook flat 

Feed wheal markets will be flat for another year with 
the possibility of further price drops says an Alberta 
Agriculture market analyst. 

"Growing wheat for the feed market this coming year 
could be a difficult proposition," says Larry Ruud. 

Large carryovers of both feed wheat and barley are 
expected, and barring a major drought somewherein the 
world, com prices arc going nowhere fast he adds. "If 
you’re thinking about feed wheat, carefully consider net 
returns against those for other crops you're able to 
grow," he advises. 

Currently, for grades other than feed, Ruud suggests 
farmers continue delivering to the Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWD). 'There’s no advantage in holding stocks 
into the next crop year," he says. CWB Initial prices for 
milling grade wheats are low relative to world price levels 
he notes. 

In the markets, wheat futures have backed off consid¬ 
erably since the third week of January. "Lack of Chinese 
purchases and Russian eredit problems continue to 
plague the international wheat market," says Ruud. "As 
well, the II.S. winter wheat crop looks to be In good 
shape, and the IJ.S. wheat crop will have a good start this 
spring from favorable moisture conditions last fall." 

Ruud notes there continues to be speculation that 
Russian eredit problems will be resolved In the near 
future. "Most countries, however, have suspended ship¬ 
ments there and until the problem is resolved, markets 
will be more negative and volatile than normal for this 
time of year."

National awareness raised through new program

Wcstglen students got a new 
appreciation for education and 
national diversity this year 
through a new correspondence 
study program. 

The program, called Kanala 
Kits, rated rave reviews from 
the grade 7 students who took 
part, one of the first classes to 
do so In Canada, over the past 5 
months. 

"We feel wc learned more this 
way.” said one sludent. "Wc 
wanted to pay attention. And 
out test scores showed that we 
had really Improved." 

The program, according to 
County Computer Coordinator 
and Gift and Talented Programs 
Coordinator Tom Oldridgc. was 
a unique opportunity he felt the 
school shouldn’t pass up on. 

“I’ve been working In the tel¬ 
ecommunications field for a king 
time." he said. ’And a colleague 
1 knew called me up and told 
this program was coming up 
and that we should apply for It. 
so we dtd. The class had to meet 
certain criteria to participate, 
and wc fit right In.” 

The program linked, by com¬ 
puter. Wcstglen students In 
Didsbury with same age stu¬ 
dents In a native school In 



Saanich. 13.C. and In an urban 
school In Elliot Lake. Ontario. 
The students corresponded, 
teaching each other about their 
communities, history and tradi¬ 
tions. The students In Didsbury 
and Saanich also exchanged a 
Discovery Box which contained 
Items describing their commu¬ 
nities. 

Wcstglen teacher Hilda Marl 
Hanson said she was also 
pleased with the project and 
found It fit In well with her stu¬ 
dents’ studies. 

“We study multl-culturallsm, 
sothls fit Inqultcwcll." she said. 
"But It was more than Just that. 
It also Incorporated language 
arts, computers, health, some 
science and shop, a lot of sub¬ 
ject areas together." 

These guys Just learned so 
much." she added. ’They put 
way more lime Into learning than 
required because they found It 
was so much fun." 

Some of the students Involved 
In the program made a short 
presentation to the county 
school Ixwrd at their Iasi regu¬ 
lar meeting about the things 
they learned. Oldridgc said the 
Ixiard had l>cen supportive of 
the program and hoped that 1 his 
project’s success would encour¬ 
age them to support other, simi¬ 
lar programs In the future. 


Classroom outreach 

Wcstglen grade 7 students learned about cultures in other parts of Canada first hand 
without leaning their own classroom this gear. The students took part in the Kanata Kit 
program, linking themselves up with native students in 13.C. and urban students in Ontario. 
The Wcstglen class was one of the first in Canada to take pari in the program.

The new aquatic centre Is 
finally open. The wine and 
cheese sneak -a peak was a great 
success as was the grand open¬ 
ing the next day. The pool staff Is 
being kept very busy with the 
attendance of approximately 
300 visitors per day. Rhonda 
Hunter, the aquatic supervisor, 
has been putting In very long 
days to ensure the staff Is trained 
to handle all situations. The 
scheduled programs are filling 
up fast. It Is hoped that now that 
this facility Is actually here, that 
all Dldsbury and area residents 
will take full advantage of using 
It. 

The Personnel and Finance 
Committee met with a commit¬ 
tee of non-union employees to 
discuss the proposed grid sys¬ 


tem. There has never been a 
system whereby an employee 
would receive a merit Increase, 
based on an employee evalua¬ 
tion. The Committee developed 
a grid based on a survey of what 
other towns of similar size pay 
their employees. The grid pro¬ 
posal will l>e adopted with (he 
1993 budget. 

Council as a whole met with 
a delegation regarding a pro¬ 
posed solar aquatic wastewater 
treatment system. Also In this 
meeting, was a representative 
from Alberta Environment to 
discuss whether this system 
meets environmental standards: 
a representative from Alberta 
Transportation & Utilities to 
explain whether government 
funding would be available and 


how much: the Town s engineer 
to discuss the staUstlcs and 
whether they meet existing re¬ 
quirements for our Town. Dur¬ 
ing the presentation there were 
also people from Olds College, 
who were asked for their input 
as to whether the College would 
be Interested in helping to man¬ 
age the facility. Another meeting 
is planned with the Olds College 
to further discuss what they 
can do for us and vice versa. 

Council has also discussed 
committee meetings. The list of 
unfinished business continues 
to grow, so 11 was decided that 
each committee would hold a 
monthly meetingtodlscuss and 
deal with unfinished business. 
Once the Items are taken care 
of. then a monthly meeting would 


not be necessary. 

The Personnel and Finance 
Committee will begin meeting 
with the various department 
heads next week to discuss the 
1993 budget. This is a very long 
Intensive process for everyone 
concerned, trying todeckie what 
must be done now. and what 
has to be put off until later be¬ 
cause of lack of funds through 
taxes and /or grants. All depart¬ 
ment heads feel that their needs 
are very Important and It be¬ 
comes the Council's duty to de¬ 
cide what needs can be allowed 
now and which ones will Just 
have to wait. 

On a lighter note will be the 
Partlclpatkm Challenge between 
Ilanna and Dldsbury In May, 
alfin a vnli mlf'f'r week challenge 


between Cremona, Sundre, 
Olds. Dldsbury and Carstalrs. 
The losing municipality’s May¬ 
ors will have to perform a spe¬ 
cific volunteer duty for the win¬ 
ning town. So our Mayor. Ray 
Lea will be calling on all volun¬ 
teers to meet this challenge.
